To the Council and House of Representatives, 

. HONORED GENTLEMEN :—I respectfully submit the following re- 
port of the school work in Montana for the year 1886, trusting that 
the same will receive your careful and thoughtful consideration. Even 
acursory examination of the following statistics reveals an improved 
condition of the schools, as compared with that of the preceding year. 
These statistics indicate, generally, zealous and wise efforts on the 
part of all directly concerned in public school work to lift these nurs- 
eries of intelligent citizenship to larger effectiveness. In them, there- 
fore, may be found encourágement to continued effort along these 
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same lines of activity, which have lead to the results shown, as well 
as to the seeking of other methods of improvement. Teachers, school 
officers, all engaged in any way in public school work, as well as all 
interested in public school education, should study them carefully, 
not only that they may see where improvement has been made, but 
that they may see where improvement should yet be made. In 
this way effort for further improvement will be more wisely directed 
and more effectually made. We would solicit your special study of 
the chapter in another portion of this report upon the subject of 
changes suggested in our School Law. 

These suggestions are made after a careful comparison of our law 
with that of some of the best school laws in the older States which 
have school systems of acknowledged excellence; also after much 


consultation with school officers, with teachers of advanced expe- | 


rience, and with men of intelligence not directly concerned in school 
work. Inthe comparison of our school statistics with those of other 
localities it should always be borne in mind that.Montana has no pub- 
lic fund for distribution among schools, no fund such as is commonly 
known as the State fund; that she receives not one cent from her 
school lands, but that practically the entire support of her schools 
comes through direct taxation, each county supporting its own schools 
without any outside help from any general fund. It will be noticed 
by reference to tables of figures following that a very little is received 
from fines, shown under heads: From Clerk of District Court; from 
Probate Judge, and from Justices of the Peace. Under these 1s found 
all that comes into the school fund by other means than by direct 
taxation. When this is considered, together with the fact that we pay 
liberal salaries and have so many excellent school buildings, the peo- 
ple of the territory have just reason to be proud of what they are 
doing for their schools. 

We believe we have made progress in the quality of teachers em- 
ployed. There are many teachers in our Territory, both in graded 
and rural schools, who are as thoroughly qualified and as well trained 
as those found in the best eastern schools. The percentage of this 
class is becoming larger each year. There isa very earnest desire 
manifest among those who cannot yet be classed among the best, to 
become better fitted for their work. This is shown by the interest 
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they take in Institute work, by their reading and studying the best 
educational journals published, and by the practice and development 
of original methods. 


PHYSIOLOGY BILL. 


Your attention is called to the physiology law of our late General 
Congress. This law is in effect in our Territory. We believe all the 
schools are teaching the subjectas required by law. You may be asked 
to adopt a certain text-book for this study. Since all the schools have 
chosen and purchased their books, it would be unwise, in my opinion, 
to adopt by legislative enactment any one book, since several are now 
in use, the Barnes and Smith series being the two most prominent. 
We would, therefore, very earnestly recommend that no legislative en- 
actment be taken. Any of the text-books now in use in the Terri- 
tory are adapted to the bill, and зо far as I am able to know are giving 
good satisfaction. After the bill had become a law many letters came 
to this office from school officers and teachers enquiring what books 
should be used, and how soon must they begin the teaching of the 
subject. The following circular was issued from this office in com- 
pliance with this demand. At that time I had not had the oppor- 
tunity of examining the complete Smith series of physiologies, but 
afterwards mentioned this series in Institutes endorsing it: 

To County Superintendents, School Officers and Teachers. 

The attention. of County Superintendents, School Officers and 
Teachers is respectfully called to the following copy of “A Bill," which 
is now a law, and which makes the teaching of physiology, and the 
nature of alcoholic drinks and narcotics, and special instruction as to 
their effects upon the human system, obligatory in our Territory. 

АП school officers and teachers are hereby requested to see that 
the law is enforced without delay. The law with its provisions is very 
plain and need trouble no one in interpreting its meaning. 

As to the text-book to be used, there are many excellent books 
upon the subject. Nearly all Physiologies have been or are being 
revised to meet the requirements of the law. But of those that have 
come to this office, for examination or inspection, none seem to be as 
carefully graded or as well adapted to the different grades of pupils 
required to be taught this branch, as the three book series published 
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by А. S. Barnes & Co., New York or Chicago. The first two books 
of this series, or the middle one, would be all that is necessary for the 
rural schools. The mention of this book, or series, is intended to have 
no more force than a simple recommendation. There may be others 
by other authors just as geod or better than Steele’s, but of the num- 
ber that have been sent to this office none other is So well adapted to 
the requirements of the law. Any board of trustees may adopt any 
book on the subject, they may choose. But the subject 77052 бе 
taught, a text book must be used.

A BILL 


To provide for the study of the nature of alcoholic drinks and nar- 
cotics, and of their effects upon the human system, in connection 
with the several divisions of the subject of physiology and hygiene, 
by the pupils in the public schools of the Territories and of the 
District of Columbia, and in the Military and Naval Academies, and 
Indian and colored schools of the Territories of the United States. 


I Be zt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
2 United States of America in Congress Assembled, That the nature 
3- of alcoholic drinks and narcotics, and special instruction as to their

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4 effects upon the human system, in connection with the several 
с divisions of the subject of physiology and hygiene, shall be in- 
6 cluded in the branches of study taught in the common or public 
7 schools, and in the Military and Naval Schools, and shall be 
8 studied and taught as thoroughly and in the same manner as other 
9 like required branches are in said schools, by the use of text-books,.

TERRITORIAL WARDS. 


Our law provides for the education of the Deaf and Dumb and 
Blind outside of the Territory. _ This is unquestionably the wisest 
plan until the number of these unfortunates becomes so great as to 
warrant the establishment of schools for their benefit within our 
borders. At present the method in use is much cheaper for the Ter- 
ritory, although some children who should be in a school for mutes 
or for the blind are kept at home, and are receiving no educdtion be- 
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cause the parents are unwilling to send them so far from home. We 
have at present four pupils in the National Institute for Deaf Mutes 
at Kendall Green, near Washington City, and one mute in the Missouri 
Institute for Deaf and Dumb; and one blind girl at Baltimore; also 
two feeble minded mutes in the Pennsylvania Institute for Feeble 
Minded at Elwyn. It was my privilege to visit two of these Institu- 
tions last September. The excellent character of these institutions, 
the care and attention our wards were receiving, and the wonderful 
progress they were making, impressed me very favorably. The time 
named in the law for the Territorial care of these wards was at first 
four years, The last legislature extended the time two years, making 
it now six for all subjects of the law. While it may not be deemed 
wise to make another general extension of the time, would it not be 
well to grant the Governor and Territorial Superintendent (who are 
made the custodians of these wards by the law) authority to extend 
the time of pupils whose parents or guardians have not means to con- 
tinue their education, and who give such marked evidence of ability, 
to obtain and use their knowledge, that such a course would be war- 
ranted, and where it would seem a hardship that the student's educa- 
tion should cease. I commend two cases of this kind to your notice 
at present—that of Anna Wood,.of Helena, and Thomas Peters, of 
Butte. The time of both these students expires with the present term 
-of school, at Kendall Green. Their progress has been very marked. 
Their parents are not able to continue their edücation. Thomas Peters 
is the son of a poor widow, and intercession in behalf of granting 
more time to her son's education has come to this office from some 
-of the business men in Butte. The case of Anna Wood is one de- 
serving special attention also. She possesses the praiseworthy ambi- 
tion of some day becoming a teacher in a Deaf and Dumb Institution, 
and is hopeful that it may be in our Territory. 

There is no provision in our law for the care of feeble minded chil- 
dren, unless they are also mute. It may be well to make some pro- 
‘vision for this class of unfortunates. 


SUPERINTENDENTS. 


Elsewhere in this report it is recommended that a change be made 
in the matter of county supervision of schools. Itis my judgment 
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that the County Superintendent should not be an elective office. It 
is desirable that school affairs be placed, as far as possible, beyond the 
reach of political bias and influence. Under the present system per- 
sons are often selected who have neither taste nor fitness for school 
work and who give very little attention to the real duties of the office. 
I will not lengthen this report by describing methods in successful 
practice in many States, with which methods you are doubtless familiar. 
ч 


COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 


Under Sections 1149-A B C and D, we have a compulsory school 
law. This law was enacted in the legislative session of 1883, and so 
far as I am able to know is wholly inoperative, not one instance of its 
trial having come to the knowledge of this office during the term of 
the present incumbent. Inasmuch as ignorance breeds vice and edu- 
cation is antagonistic to crime, any legislation that can be enforced 
and that will bring into the schools a greater number of the children 
of school age should receive the hearty support of every lover of 
good society and good government. It is difficult, we know, to secure 
the enforcement of suchlaws. These laws are generally inoperative 
because of a prevalent indifference to their enforcement, and often be- 
cause no particular person or persons are held responsible for their 
enforcement. The latter reason cannot apply to our law, as excellent 
provision in this regard is made under sec. 1149 C. People are quite 
ready to think such legislation a trespass upon the liberties granted. 
under our free institutions—an infringement upon parental authority. 
Yet there is a justness in the cause of compulsory attendance upon 
School in a government like ours, where schools are free and where 
so large a per cent. of the children fail to avail themselves of the 
privileges and advantages which are afforded by the schools. The gov- 
ernment certainly has a right to take a portion of the property of the 
individual for the support of schools. Has it not the same right to 
require that a portion of the time of each child shall be given to ob- 
taining an education, either in public or private schools ? 

Our compulsory school law is, in my opinion, as good an one as 
could be adopted, and I know of many instances where it would prove 
a benefaction to the future man or woman if enforced. 


i 
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INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION. 


What is known as industrial education, or manual training depart- 
ments, is a subject which is exciting much interest everywhere. It is 
a topic that is being discussed and studied with great interest by the 
leading educators of our Territory. I will not take space to discuss 
the subject here. The subject is, however, commended to the friendly 
consideration of all interested in thorough, better and more complete 
education, and judging from the interest manifested upon this subject 
in our educational meetings, both county and Territorial, we predict 
that Montana will keep “abreast with the times," and that very soon 
manual training departments will be found in connection with our 
leading schools. у 


TERRITORIAL ASSOCIATION. 


The Territorial Teachers’ Association has become a permanent 
institution in our Territory. Great interest is taken in these annual 
meetings. They are very profitable, and it is only to be regretted 
that more of the teachers from all parts of the Territory cannot attend. 
The distance most are obliged to travel, and the expense attending 
this travel, keep many away who would love to be there. Attendance 
upon this meeting is entirely voluntary, and it is better that it should 
remain so. It would be a great aid to the cause of education if some 
legislative aid were granted to teachers who attend the Territorial 
Association, such as paying a portion of the mileage. My worthy pre- 
decessor called attention to this subject in his report two years ago. 
The liberality of the different railroads in granting reduced rates to 
teachers attending both Territorial and County Institutes during the 
past year deserves complimentary mention ‘in this report. A reduc- 
tion of fonr-fifths fare on return trip has been made by the three com- 
panies having lines in our Territory. Below is given the programme 
of the Association for this year:

SUGGESTIONS FOR CHANGES IN SCHOOL LAW. 


The Montana School Law is in many respects excellent, but as 
school interests grow in our Territory, experience in the enforce-_ 
ment of the present law shows the wisdom of making some changes 
which would render the law more definite in some particulars and 
consequently much easier to be enforced; would also save many 
cases of appeal, and would obviate the necessity of so many requests 
to have the law interpreted. 

The experience of the past two years has shown very forcibly the wis- 
dom of recommendations made by my predecessor tothe legislature two 


i 
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years ago. Some of these will be referred to again here, with the hope 
that action may be taken by the present legislature, and a few additional 
recommendations are respectfully made, all of which have been talked 
over with, and some of them been suggested by, school officers and 
intelligent friends of education in different parts of the Territory. 


TERRITORIAL SUPERINTENDENT'S DUTIES. 


Differences of opinion have arisen as to the power or authority 
of the Territorial Superintendent in some instances. On this account? 
it would be better if his duties were more clearly defined. In Sec. 
1146, School Law, it is stated that his opinion or “decision shall be 
final” in all cases “not properly belonging to courts of justice." It 
is often difficult to decide when a case does or does not properly be- 
long “to courts of justice." 


COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORTS. 


' Under this head the recommendations of my predecessor, found 
in his report of 1884, so fully accord with my views that I quote them 
in full. . . 

“The present law requires of each County Superintendent two re- 
ports annually, one in the month of October for the school year end- 
ing August 31st, and a supplemental report on or before December 
I5th, to include the statistics of the school census taken in November 
and the amount of school moneys collected from all sources for the 
fiscal year ending on the first day of December, instant. 

There seems no good reason why these two reports may not be 
embodied in one. The last of the two reports now required contains 
the most essential and recent statistics that the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction requires to include in his report either to the Gov- 
ernor or the Legislature, and if promptly returned by the 15th of De- 
cember, would give ample time for the preparation of his report by 
the ist of January following. Blanks could be easily prepared em- 
bodying all provisions now contained in both annual and supplemental 
reports. 

It would seem quite desirable that in addition to the statistical re- 
ports now required of County Superintendents, on blanks provided 
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for the purpose, that each County Superintendent should further make 
a written report upon the general condition of the schools in his 
county, whether stationary, advancing or retrograding, calling atten- 
tion to matters of local interest, pride and ambition, and offering sug- 
gestions for amendment or improvement of school law or the admin- 
istration thereunder. Portions of such reports might be published 
with the annual report and would add interest thereto. The time has 
come when the people of Montana have learned to rise above political 
considerations in the seclection of County Superintendents, and those 
offices are now filled very generally with men and women of ability 
and experience, who have ambition and whose observations would be, 
both creditable and of practical importance as guiding the way to 
further improvements,” | 

An additional reason why the 1st of December would be a suitable 
time to close the fiscal school year is that this would coincide with the 
time of balancing the books of the County Treasurer, and would save 
much trouble. : 

Under Ше present system it is next to impossible to get Ше reports 
due in October before the report due the 15th of December, since 
County Superintendents know, or at least they conclude, that no use 
is made of it until after the December reports come in, when they are 
both published together. The present arrangement or law is a very 
awkward one, to say the least,and it is earnestly hoped that the above 
recommendation will be heeded. | 


SCHOOL DISTRICT CLERKS’ REPORT. 


Since these reports form the basis of all computations, or are ab- 
solutely necessary before anything can be done in arranging or com- 
puting school statistics, it is very important that some system be de- 
vised by which these reports can be obtained within a specified time 
and with a greater degree of accuracy. County Superintendents are 
constantly complaining that they cannot get their reports made up, 
because clerks w not send tn their reports. J again most heartily en- 
dorse and recommend the following from the Superintendent’s report 
for 1884. 

“The law requiring County Superintendents to report at a certain 
time, with penalty for neglect, is unreasonable and practically null, 
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unless means are provided that School District Clerks shall make 
their reports ata fixed date, for it is from thése alone that the County 
Superintendents can make up their reports. 

Section 1112 makes it the duty of the clerk to make the annual re- 
ports, among other things, and makes it a misdemeanor punishable by 
fine of not less than five nor more than, twenty dollars for failing to 
perform any required duty. As.the District Clerks receive no com- 
pensation for discharging any duty save that of taking the census, 
this penalty seems rather severe and no one feels disposed to make 
the complaint, and we presume courts and juries would be equally loth 
to inflict the penalty. : 

It would seem more just and effective to provide, as in the case of 
County Superintendents, for but one annual report in the month of 
December, making the school year end with the 1st of December, and 
making an allowance of say five or ten dollars, payable out of the 
moneys to the credit of the district, provided the report, is essentially 
correct and within the prescribed time, and providing as penalty for 
that each day's neglect or delay after the report is due, that the County 
Superintendent should deduct five or ten dollars from the amount ap- 
portioned to the district, which should go back to the general fund 
for reapportionment. | 

In this way clerks would be stimulated to do their duty by the hope 
of the compensation, and the people of the district would also be in- 
terested to choose such a clerk as was competent to do his duty, and 
further, see that the duty was done, so that the funds of the district 
might not be diminished through his neglect. The greater prompti- 
tude of District Clerks in making returns of the census, knowing that 
the district apportionment depends thereon, leads to the strong con- 
viction that the general report if made due at the same time, with like 
diminution of district funds in case of neglect or failure, will be 
promptly made and will secure the best results by the best means." 

If the time for the rendering of the second report, December 15th, 
were chosen as the time for the combined report, it would then be 
well to change the law requiring the County Superintendent to qualify 
and take office on the first Monday in December to the third Моп- 
day in December, the time that all other county ‘officers, except treas- 


urer, qualify. This would enable the outgoing Superintendént to have: 
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his report completed and submitted before quitting the office. This 
would obviate a very serious difficulty under the present law, where 
the new Superintendent, inexperienced, is required to make out the 
supplemental report, the first few days after taking the office. 


SCHOOL AGE. ; 
е: 
Our law at present requires the return of persons between the 
ages of four and twenty-one years ofage. This puts our Territory at 
a great disadvantage in comparing statistics with other States and Ter- 
ritories, and in filling blanks sent from Bureau of Education at Wash- 
ington. Almost all other States and Territories require the return of 
those between the ages of six and sixteen. If it is not thought best 
to change the ages as required in our law, the clerk could be required 
in addition to give the number. of persons between the ages of six and 
sixteen years, and thus enable us to compare with other localities to 
greater advantage and more truthfully. The Commissioner of Edu- 
cation at Washington, in his report for 1884, Ше last published, has 
the following to say of Montana school statistics: “But these statis- 
tics are not so complete and accurate as could be desired, owing partly 
to the law which requires two reports each year, thus bringing to- 
gether figures which properly belong to two separate years, and partly 
to the neglect of district officers to furnish these reports when due.” 
You are earnestly requested to make such changes as will enable 
us to obtain statistics which will compare with other States and Ter- 
ritories accurately. 


INCREASING SCHOOL TERM. 


The minimum of school terms should surely be raised from three 
to four months. Many districts have but three months school under 
the present law, where they could have four and would have four, if 
the law only required it. Some districts pay a teacher $200 and more 
for three months school, when the same teacher would teach four 
months for the same money, if the law only required a term of that 
length. We do not believe this would be a severe restriction upon 
new districts. | 
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RATE ОЕ SCHOOL TAX. 


Many districts because of the minimum rate being levied are compelled 
to resort to the expedient of voting a special tax to continue their schools 
longer than the apportionment of three mills gives them, and in many 
cases the special tax is defeated, and schools must close when chil- 
dren are most interested and school most needed. . 

We again quote from the report of 1884, with our hearty endorse- 
ment: 


* The present minimum of county schooi tax, three mills, is too low, 
so long as this is the sole reliance of our public schools for support. 
This necessity will continue so long as the Territorial condition. Our 
assessable wealth, handsomely as it continues to expand at every an- 
nual listing; no more than keeps pace with our increasing school 
population. In counties where the maximum rate is levied each year, 
there is попе too much, and there will always be some Boards of 
County Commissioners with diseased and extravagant notions of 
economy, who adopt every minimum as the maximum, and will. be 
sure to make the first application of economy where it will do the 
most harm to the schools. I would therefore recommend that the 
minimum be made four mills and maximum six mills." 


INCREASING THE NUMBER OF SCHOOL TRUSTEES. 


It is hereby recommeded that the number af School Trustees be 
changed from three to six, in all school districts having a popula- 
tion of school census children numbering 300 or more. This would 
give an opportunity for the different elements in the community to be 
more nearly represented in the school board, and would avoid many 
troubles that arise under the present system. One very serious ob- 
jection is that the board of three, or the majority of it, are the repre- 
sentatives of a single element in the community, and this element, too, 
often is not favorable to the best interests of our public schools. This 
has been notably the case in several instances that could be cited in 
our Territory. An additional reason for the increased number is that 
it distributes the duties of these officers, which duties are quite numer- 
ous in a district of large proportions. 
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INDEPENDENT DISTRICTS. 


You are respectfully asked to consider whether the time has not 
come to make independent districts of our towns and cities after they 
have reached a certain size or population. By independent districts 
we mean a district that supports its own schools; where all its school 
tax is used in support ôf its own schools. It is frequently complained 
by residents of our cities that under our present system so much of 
their school tax goes to outside schools. On the other hand it is to 
be noticed whether or not such a course would not unduly shorten 
the schools of weak rural districts. The boundary lines of an inde- 
pendent district would not necessarily be confined to the city limits. 


USE OF SCHOOL MONEYS—MORE CLEARLY DEFINED, 


Questions often arise as to the uses that the money from general 
tax may be put. We believe it is the intent of the law—and have so 
ruled in several cases—that the money accruing from the general tax 
should be used only for hiring teachers, for incidental expenses and 
for apparatus, and should not be used for repairing or building school 
` houses, or for fencing grounds, unless the trustees be authorized 
to so use it by vote of the district. We therefore recommend that this 
part of our law be so amended as to render more clear and definite 
the uses that may be made of school moneys. 


TEACHERS' CERTIFICATES. 


Attention is called to what is evidently a clerical error in the 
composition of a bill, or portion of our law. Section 1149, E, states 
that certificates shall continue in force for one, two and three years, 
according to scholarship. But Sec. 1149, F, says that first grade cer- 
tificates shall continue in force “vo years ; also that second grade cer- 
tificates shall be in force two years. The latter section should be 
changed to correspond with the former in meaning. As the law now 
is a three year certificate cannot issue. 


QUALIFICATIONS OF VOTERS. 


In Sec. 1108, prescribing the manner of holding elections and 
naming the qualification of voters, the clause *and a taxable inhabi- 


- 
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tant thereof,” is used. There has been much trouble and disputing 
as to the meaning of this expression. Some boards of trustees have 
tried to enforce it as a property qualification, but in most instances 
have failed. A man without any property save the clothes he wears, 
presents himself at the polls, and says he is a taxable resident—pays 
poll tax—and is permitted to vote. A lady presents herself, and when 
asked if she is a “ taxable inhabitant,” says “ Yes, I have a watch ога 
finger ring," and is permitted to vote, It has been frequently decided 
by lawyers of the Territory that any one who could vote at a general 
Territorial election could vote at a school election under the section 
referred to. This evidently was not the intent of the law, and you are 
respectfully urged to remedy the defect. 


COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS’ QUALIFICATIONS. 


While we have County Superintendents who are thoroughly com- 
petent to discharge the duties of the office, we have had those who 
were very far from being competent. We would earnestly recommend 
that a certain qualification be made requisite of every nominee for this 
office. Would suggest that the candidate should hold a first grade 
teachers’ certificate, and that he or she shall have taught successfully 
at least two years in the Territory. 


COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS’ SALARIES. 


Attention is respectfully called to the inequality of County Super- 
intendents’ salaries, under the law of 1885, counties where there are 
few districts and little to do by County Superintendent paying as much 
as the counties which are the largest and have many more schools 
and several times the work for that officer.

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DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS VS. COUNTY SUPERIN- 
TENDENTS. 


We are of the opinion that a better system of school supervision 
would be to have District Superintendents instead of County Super- 
intendents. One superintendent for each judicial district, for in- 
stance, This would give us four superintendents, who, if competent 
persons, would give excellent supervision. They should be paid for 
devoting all their time tothe work. Many things could be mentioned 
in favor of such a system. We will mention but one—that of greater 
uniformity in the school work, and in the examination and grading of 
teachers throughout the Territory. 

We pay to County Superintendents now $22,400 per year in salaries 
alone. The method recommended would in our opinion be more 
satisfactory and would cost very much less. 


TERRITORIAL CERTIFICATES. 


_ Та Section 1160 of our school law it is implied that Territorial 
certificates are issued, but there is по law authorizing their issue. It 
is certainly desirable that а law authorizing the issue of Territorial 
certificates upon a higher standard of requirements than is expected 
for county certificates and to issue fora longer time, say five or ten 
years, and good in any county of the Territory without requiring a 
county certificate. I would suggest as the examining board to issue 
such certificates, the Territorial Superintendent, the city superinten- 
dent of the Helena schools, and a County Superintendent, whom they 
may choose, and that two examinations be held every year at the 
capital of the Territory. 


QUESTIONS FOR EXAMINATION OF TEACHERS. 


There is great lack of uniformity in the examination of teachers 
under the present system. Frequently a teacher holding a first-class 
certificate from one county goes into another county and cannot ob- 
tain a certificate of any grade there. Would suggest thata plan similar 
to that in vogue in many States be adopted, viz: that the questions be 
sent out each month from the office of Territorial Superintendent to 
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all the County Superintendents, to be used in a public examination, 
the last Saturday or Friday and Saturday in every month, and that 
no other examinations be held, but that upon satisfactory evidence of 
qualifications a permit to teach may be granted by County Superin- 
tendent, good only until next monthly examination. 


TEACHERS INSTITUTES. 


In Section 1160, school law, attendance is made compulsory upon 
Institutes, but no penalty is mentioned in case of failure to comply 
with the law. Would recommend that the law require that teachers 
must obtain excuse for non-attendance from the Territorial Superin- 
tendent, and that in case such an excuse cannot be obtained his cer- 
tificate shall be revoked. This would give opportunity for those to 
be excused who cannot attend without undergoing positive hardship, 
and would secure the attendance of others who could very conven- 
iently attend, but who have been defying the law.

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TEACHERS INSTITUTES 


Al the counties of the Territory now come under the law requir- 
ing institutes to be held once each year in every county having more 
than five organized districts. It will be noticed by reference to table 
of statistics that the county having the smallest number of districts 
is the county having the largest school population, These institutes 
have become very popular with teachers and friends of education, and 
are wonderfully helpful to teachers. All live teachers attend the in- 
stitutes willingly, and take part іп the work cheerfully. Those who 
attend reluctantly, and the few who stay away because the law does 
not prescribe a penalty for non-attendance, are those who have little 
interest in the profession and who, in most cases, should not be em- 
ployed to teach at all. 

The following circular was issued and sent to all teachers through 
the offices of County Superintendents, and institutes were held in 
compliance with the same, with the exception that several of the in- 
stitutes were conducted by the Territorial Superintendent:

It is hardly necessary to remind teachers that the law »eguires 
attendance upon these Institutes and also requires that each teacher 
should take part in the exercises of the Institute. АП schools in

session are to be dismissed and the teacher's salary continues for time 
spent in the Institute. It is to be hoped, and is hereby recommended, 
that five day sessions be held instead of three, thus using the maxi- 
mum rather than the minimum time mentioned in the law. This 
would give the advantage of two days profitable time over what has 
been customary, with but very little additional expense. County Super- 
intendents should endeavor to have teachers entertained /ее during 
the session of the Institute. 

Each County Superintendent should make a programme of work 
to be done at the Institute, and should furnish every teacher in his 
county with a copy of such programme, and should have a teacher 
appointed to open each topic with a paper on the subject, or with a 
class drill, to be foilowed by discussion of that particular topic by the 
Institute. Each County Superintendent knows the needs of his county 
best,and on this account is the most suitable person to arrange for 
the work of the Institute. It is, however, recommended that elemen- 
tary work occupy a large share of the time of the Institute, also a 
presentation and discussion of methods of instruction. Three lectures 
atleast should be given during the evening sessions of the Institute; 
one may be expected from this office. 

It is to be hoped that even greater interest will be taken in these 
Institutes than that of last year. The Institute should be conducted 
by the County Superintendent or by some competent teacher Та the 
county, selected by the County Superintendent. 

I sincerely hope and believe that all teachers, and those who ex- 
pect to become teachers, will enter into the spirit of the Institute 
work in such a manner as to insure both interesting and profitable 
sessions,

INSTITUTES. > 


The Institute season began at Glendive, in Dawson County, Sep- 
tember Ist, 1886, with a full attendance of teachers. County Super- 
intendent J. H. Ray said every teacher in the county who could be 


* 
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expected to attend was present. The interest was marked from the 
very opening of the first day’s session. Professor Wilson, principal of 
the Glendive schools, occupied the chair. In all the institutes much 
attention was given to methods. Teachers were encouraged to pre- 
sent subjects and points in management, etc., that had troubled them. 
These things were fully discussed, the teacher of less experience thus 
gaining experience from the teacher of longer experience. 


The second Institute was at Miles City, Sept. 6, 7 and 8. Here 
we had a full attendance of teachers also, and much more interest was 
taken in the work by citizens than one year before. Prof. T. J. Porter, 
principal of the city schools was chosen to occupy the chair. Mr. Porter 
is a fine educator, and the citizens of Miles City are to be congratu- 
lated upon having secured his services. The trustees of Miles City 
district this fall placed a new heating apparatus ín their school build- 
ing, known as the Rattan system. . 


The Territorial Superintendent gave an evening lecture before an 
intelligent audience, Another evening was most enjoyably and profit- 
ably spent in listening to recitations or readings, given .by some of 
Professor Logan’s pupils. The excellent rendering df these showed 
rare skill on the part of their instructor, Professor Logan. Not 
enough attention is given, as a rule, to elocutionary drill in our public 
schools. 


The Institute at Billings was held the oth, roth and rith of Sep- 
tember. This Institute also showed an increased interest in the work 
over the previous year. Here the Territorial Superintendent was 
asked to preside. Most excellent work was done here by the teachers. 
Professor Foote, principal of the Billings schools, and his corps of 
assistant teachers have all had excellent advantages in their prepara- 
tion for their work, and were able to do and did do valuable work in 
the Institute. The attendance at this Institute was as large as could 
be expected. 


The next Institute was the one in Gallatin County, at Bozeman, 
the 14th, 15th, 16th and 17th of September. This county has a larger 
number of school districts than any other county in the Territory, and 
consequently a larger number of teachers. Institutes have always 
been very popular with the citizens here, and are always well attended 
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A full attendance of teachers was found at this Institute. Miss Hamil- 
ton, the County Superintendent, presided. A careful programme had 
been prepared, and every subject was opened either with a paper by 
some teacher, or with a class drill. Evening lectures were given by 
Prof. J. К. Davis, Judge Charles Hartman and the Territorial Super- 
intendent. These were listened to by large audiences, A larger pro- 
portion of the citizens of Bozeman manifest their interest in educational 
‚ work by attendance upon educational meetings than is the case in any 
| other city or town in the Territory. 
| The next Institute was in Lewis and Clarke County, at Helena, 
the 27th, 28th and 29th of September. The Institute was conducted 
by the County Superintendent, Miss Helen P. Clarke. The Institute 
was in every way a success. Professor Howard, city superintendent 
of the Helena schools and perhaps the leading educator in the Terri- 
fory, added greatly to the work and success of the Institute. The 
following evening lectures«were delivered :

The County Superintendent, Miss Н. P. Clarke, deserves great 
credit for her preparation for and her conduct of this Institute. 

The Institute convened in Missoula, October 4th, and continued 
for three days. Superintendent Ryman is a superior organizer for 
Institute work, and in consequence the teachers came thoroughly pre- 
pared for the work, and the session wasa very interesting and profit- 
able one. Evening lectures were given by Professor Murray, subject, 
“Мога! Growth of Children?" Principal of Missoula Schools, Hon. 
Will. Kennedy, subject, *Forms of Water;" Dr. W. P. Mills, subject, 
"Mental Development;" and by Territorial Superintendent. This In- 
stitute was one of Ше most profitable in the Territory. 

The Deer Lodge County Institute was held at Anaconda, the 7th, 
8th and oth of October. The weather was not very favorable and the 
attendance was somewhat diminished on this account. Superintendent 
Catlin was quite unwell during most of the session. This interferred 


ж 
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somewhat with the work of the Institute. Yet very good work was 
done. Evening lectures were by Prof. A. C. Newill, of Butte, on sub- 
ject of “Higher Education,” and by the Territorial Supetintendent, on 
subject of “Our Schools.” 

The magnificent public school building at Deer Lodge has just 
been completed, giving the citizens of that place the finest school 
building in the Territory, unless it be the one at Fort Benton. 

The Silver Bow County Institute assembled in Butte City, Oc- 
tober 11th, and continued three days. The day sessions were held in 
the Central Schoo! Building; the evening sessions in the Baptist 
Church. The attendance was large at all sessions, the teachers taking 
an active part and a deep interest in the work throughout the session. 
There are many excellent teachers in this county doing excellent work 
in theirschools. Evening lectures were given by J. R. Russell, super- 
intendent of the Butte City schools; by Superintendent Wylie, and by 
Dr. D. J. McMillan. The large corps of Butte teachers, with their 
excellent qualifications, make an Institute very interesting and profitable. 


Institute for Beaverhead County convened at Dillon, October 14th, 
and continued for three days, Superintendent Gannon in the chair 
Although this county has few districts and not many teachers, yet the 
Institute was one of the most profitable and interesting in the Terri- 
tory. There was a full attendance of teachers. Evening lectures by 
Professor Knapp, principal of the Dillon schools, and by Territorial 
Superintendent. 


Institute for Madison County was held in Virginia City, the 19th, 
26th and 21st of October. Madison County has long been considered 
one of the foremost counties in Institute work, and at this session it 
fully sustained its reputation. The County.Superintendent, Mr. J. C. 
Mahony, is a natural teacher, and in addition to this faculty has en- 
joyed the advantages of special training, thus making him thoroughly 
competent to discharge the duties of the office he holds. The only 
evening lecture was that of the Territorial Superintendent. 

The Jefferson County Institute was held in Boulder, the 21st, 22d 
and 23d of October. This isanother small county, so far as the num- 
ber of schools and teachers is concerned, yet there was a good attend- 
ance and marked interest in the work. The only evening lecture was 
the one delivered by the Territorial Superintendent. Boulder is at 
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present the only county town in the Territory that has not a fine 
brick school building, but we are pleased to .state that the present 
prosperity of the place warrants the statement that soon a fine school 
building will be erected here. 

The Choteau County Institute was. held in the elegant school 
building at Fort Benton. Institute convened October 25th and con- 
tinued five days. The best of work was done in the Institute. The 
citizens of Fort Benton are favored not.only with the finest school 
building in Montana, but they have an excellent principal in the per- 
son of Professor Swan. The Institute was very ably conducted by 
the County Superintendent, Miss M. E. Johnston. Two evening lec- 
tures were given by the Territorial Superintendent and.one by Rev. 
J. M. Largent, of Great Falls. 

The citizens of Fort Benton took a deep interest in the Institute 
work. 

The Meagher County Institute was held at White Sulphur Springs, 
the roth, 11th and 12th of November. Considering the time of year 
and the great distance some teachers would be obliged to travel, 
there was a fair attendance of teachers. This was a very pleasant 
and profitable Institute. The citizens manifested much interest, espe- 


. cially by attendance upon the evening sessions. Two evening lec- 


tures were given by the Territorial Superintendent.’ А 
A fine two-story brick school building is just being com- 
pleted at White Sulphur Springs. It will be occupied upon the 


‘opening of schools just after the holidays. This Institute was the 


last of the series for the season. Everywhere we found an increased 
interest in school work, and a greater desire on the part of teachers to 
be more-thoroughly qualified for their work. We finda large num- 
ber of teachers in the Territory who have been educated in the best 
normal schools or colleges in the East, and teachers fresh from ехре- 
rience in the best graded schools in the States, and we believe that our 
schools average as well to-day as regards proficiency as the schools 
of almost any State inthe Union. At least, so when we regard the 
disadvantages we must contend with in way of small and poor houses 
in many rural districts, and in many places short terms, because of the 
fact that we have no revenue for schools save what is obtained by 
direct taxation. Some other hinderances that could be prevented by 
simple legislative enactment are mentioned elsewhere in this report. 
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The Territorial Association, held in Butte City, the 28th. гой 
and 30th of December, 1886, was a very successful meeting.  Theré 
was а good representation of teachers from nearly all points of the 
Territory. The programme was carried out as published, with bu 
three exceptions. Montana has just cause to be proud of her leading 
educators. 

It was decided to hold the next meeting of the Association in 
Helena. | 

The following resolutions were adopted as recommendations td 
the legislature on the subject of needed changes in school law. Ве 
it resolved : 

т. Тва Ше date of the election of County Superintendents shalli 
be the same as that of Trustees and District Clerks. 


2. That the provisions of Sec. 1149 of the Montana school law; 
with regard to compulsory education, should be more strictly enforced] 
than hitherto. 


3. That cities and towns having a school census of three hun] 
hundred or more be allowed to organize independent districts, said] 
districts to elect a board of six members, who shall be allowed to 
elect a city superintendet of schools and their own clerk; provided 
the distribution of county funds shall be in no way affected. 

4. That power be granted to the Territorial Superintendent to 
issue Territorial certificates to all whom he shall find qualified to teach 
on personal observation or after personal examination by himself, оп 
deputy appointed by himself, said certificates to be of two grades— 
one valid for five and the other valid for ten years throughout the Ter-! 
ritory. j
